Judge Pickman Exonerates the

The finding on tho inquest held by 


Judge Pickman on the death of Charles 
Jl. BshiirrelL who was killed on the 
_7th of last September when an electric 
car struck him as he was crossing tho 
car (racks?, was made public today and 
exonerates the Bay -State- Street rail- 
way of criminal nc-glfsrence in tho acci- 
tletil.

plant of the American Shoo Finding 
Co. was burned late last night.

000.

the largest industries in Bingham and 
employed 65 people.

class, the great middle class of women, 
so stec-ped in these prejudices that en-

Ae an indication of the policy of the 


administration with regard to domes- 
tic' sncl foreign matters of importance, 
and as an outline of 
future 


legislative activity, the address which 
President Wilson dc-Hvered today be- 
fore the joint session of the two houses 
of congress is by far ihe most pignHl- 
oanl public utterance tie has yet deliv- 
ered. In his previous messages or ad- 
dresses ho iHatt with great questions 
in the abstrart, but in this instance he 


from experience, for he has 


been able to put .some of his most 
cherished theories in practice iurlnp 
the past elovc-n months, and he now 
knows In how much he may depend 
on congressional aid to carry out his 
program of additional reforms.

Bryan to a great deal of ridicule and 
adverse criticism, and whilo approving 
of them reveals their gratifying effect 
ajs follows: 


"It has been tho privilege of tho de- 


partment of siato to gain the assent, 
in principle, of no !e?s than 31 nations, 
representing four-fifths of the popula- 
tion of the world, to the negotiation of 
treaties by which it shall he agreed 
that whenever differences of Interest 
or of policy arise which cannot be re- 
eolved by the ordinary processes of 
diplomacy they shall be publicly ana- 
lyzed, discussed, and reported upon by 
a tribunal chosen by the parties before 
cither nation determines Its courso of 
action." 


No one can read 
tho president's 


references to peace with all tho world 
without thinking of Mexico, and the 
Mexican question is the nc^t consid- 
ered. "There is but one cloud upon 
our horizon," 
says tho president 


<;That has shown itself to tho south 
of MS and hangs over Mexico," 
He 


then goes on to outline what his policy 
•will be—a continuation, of what It has 
been. There is no attempt lo clothe

unequivocally, 


"There can he no certain prospect of 
peace in America until General Huerta 
has surrendered his usurped authori- 
ty,'' and further on, ''Mexico has no 
government.
